IjYnchbi'ro. V».. May 17.— The state 
ooum il of the Protestiuit E-Jipcopal 
cliincli. wliicli is in s<'ssioii here, de- 
teruiiiieil two •ni))ortant queslions that 
hnve been nsitntinp the members of that 
faith for a very long time. One was 
w liether o)' not the word "white as jier- 
biiniug to 1 epresentafion by delegates in 
tlie council should Hnd a pla<!e in the 
constitution ; the other as to the advisa- 
bility of changing the name of the 
church, this latter qneatioobeingmooted 
in various states. 

Upon the first question there was a 
great ileid of discussion. The coiimmi- 
tion contained manv membei-s who wi re 
in fiivor of obliterafing the c<di)r line in 
the christian chtirehand so ex)>iessed 
themselves. They held that the colored 
men who professed the faith of the 
Protestant Episcopal church jiossessed 
the right and was entitled to admission 
to its connoil as an enrolled member 
thereof. It was a shame they asserted 
•that after the negro had been n leaseil 
from physical bondage by the will of the 
people of this great nation and phu-ed 
upon equality with all other citazeus, in 
the church of the God who created all 
men afid made them equal, it lie re- 
corded that only people of white skin 
were his elect 

The opposing maiaritj oontended that 
the heavy hana of tima alone oonld ob- 
literate Che ookr Una. The ineniiality 
of the negro was ci the duration ox thou- 
sands of Toara, and II will reqoire the 
work of vears to SI llba aagro for a place 
among toe Oanoadaad 

The vote was then taken, and reanltcd 
124 in lavor of having the word "white 
in the oonititatioo, and 08 against This 
effectually disposes of a vexed ijnestion. 
and debars the negro from a })l:icc in the 
council of the ohuroh. 

In the matter of the proposed changing 
of th<> name of the church it jkm unani 
moiisly voted that this council was op- 
posed to any change whatsoever.

THE TROUBLE COMPROMISED. 



Emperor WlUinm'n Interference Haii a 
Great Deal to Do Toward* KITeeting the 
Settlement— Qaeea Tletorla t* Tlsit Ire- 
land othpr Korelifn New». 

Rerun, May 17. - EfTorts to ai riveat 
a compromise in the miners strike ore 
proceeding so satisfactorily tliat it is 
thought probable a general, resumption 
of work will take plaoe hj Tuesday. 
The emperor, in an addresa to n deleg:i- 
tion of «'mployers, said that the main 
point seemed to him to W to bring the 
striki's to an end. h-aving the (piestions 
at issue to be settled while peace and 
order pravailed and while production 
waa piooeeding. 

He hnd spoken plainly to the work- 
men on tlie subject, warning them to 
hold aloof from socialist Intiigaea. 
' 'Telegrams from Westphalia, " he added, 
"announce that my words have been 
favorably received. The healthv, 
patriotic feeling manifested by the work- 
men's delegation inspires me with ooufi- 
dence that they will do all possible to 
bring their comrades back to work as 
soon an possible. I have urged the 
mining companies to maintain hence- 
forth as close touch as possible with tlieir 
workmeji. I am anxious that tlie dis- 
pute be brought to a favorable issue. ' 

The emperor also evinced a very kind 
distwsition toward the workmen, .ami 
said he ho]>ed the companies would con- 
sider their welfare. 

.\fter the auilience, a (^)nferenoe WW* 
h<dd l«'tw<>cn deleputes of the miners, 
and HoiT Hamniacher. member of the 
rei<'hstHg. who r<'i>reseTit<'d the mine 
owners. The result was a, provisional 
ftgi'eement fm a bu«is of eight hours 
work per day, exclusive of th<' time <.ie- 
cu]iied in ili'sciMiding tiiid ascending 
pits; till' iiliolitioii of CDiiijinlsory over- 
time, nuil an increase of wa.'.'i'S ai'ciird- 
ing to loi'iil eircuinstaiiecs. The di- 
rectors of the Weiiuer collieries Iiavo 
convened a nircting fur Saturday tO con- 
sider the proposed settlement. 

Hundreds of the striking miners at 
Essen ha\e been sworn in as special [)o- 
lice at their own request in oi'di-r to 
keep till ir fellow workmen from rinting. 
and tir.is spoiling their Inuies of the 
niiiie-owiieis' concession, ^lany of the 
miners at Dortmund resumed ivrn k yes- 
tenhiy without oi)posi;ioii from the 
strikers. The owners aic now treating 
with the men, and tha atrikus will 
inobaUysoon be settled. 

The Qnren tn Vlnit Ireland. 

TjOntvin. ^[ay 17. It is again l unioi ed 
that the i|iicen will visit Ireland and re- 
main there a week with the hope of eie- 
uting a reaction in fa \ or of t he gov erii- 
nieiit by her roval presence.

The 
Ciirragh of Kildarr^ is h tract of crown 
land where reviews yearly take jilace 
and where rm>es are fun. The ipieeu s 
jM-esence in Ireland will undoubtedly 
give an impetus to loyal Tm'yisni there, 
but li islinieii generally are of the ojnn- 
ion that a little royal interest shown in 
the sufferings of the queen's starving 
subjects would effect muro good than a 
drawing nnim at the caatle, at which 
only the aristocmts will be represented.

Mr. ,Doty is to marry a beautiful 
and charming inhabitant of Papeti, the 
object of his affection l)eiUjK no less 
a personage than Princess Polona of 
Taliiti. 

The princess is a beatdfol and aooom- 
plished lady, about 18 years of age, and 
a most ix'i-feot 
blonde. Mhe is 

the daughter of 
liord and Lady 
D A r c y . her 
mother, L a d y 
1 ) .\rcv, being a 
n a t i \ e Tahitall 
princess, and her 
father an IhiglisU 
nobleiuab of dis- 
tingiiisherl ances- 
try. Princess Po- 
lomi lias had all 
the iidvantiiges of 
acontiiii ntal edu- 
cation ill I'raiice 
a n d < iei niaiiy, 
also in Ijiglaiid. 
She is the jxisses.sor of immense wealtlu 
being in lier own right the largest proj)- 
erty owner on the islands, with \ ast co- 
coa phmtations and jwarl lislierics 
valued at millions of dollars, and further 
receives a large annuity from Franoa 
under ti'eaty stipulation. 
As may naturally be supposed the

boy he was a page in the United States 
senate, where he won the goml opinions 
of senators generally, especially of Sen* 
ator Bayard. This fact umloubtedlj 
was very influential with Bayard in ap* 
pointing Mr. TMj, an ardent Bepab- 
can, to Tahiti. 

Mr. Doty comes from a distinguished 
family. His father, now deceuseil, waa 
a prominent citizen of Bi'<x)klyn.

Mr. Rice died ut 8:30 o'clock in the 
morning.

•waite and Dr. Fuller, who had l>oen in 
attendance U|x>n him for some time past. 
Dr. Fuller gives the following histoi-y of 
the ease: 

Mr. liice has been ill during the en- 
tire spring, having been genendly run 
down from overwork in preimring to go 
abroad. He took to his ImhI three or 
four days ago. Buffering from tonsilitis. 
His tonsils had formerly given him con- 
aiderable trouble, and &aa been oUpped. 
Tban waa a certain amount of moera- 
tion apparent, with symptoms of 
quinsy. 

AUan Thomdike Bice waa born in 
Boatmi, Maaa.. Jium 18, 1858. Aft the 
ageef 9 yean ha waa taken abroad, and 
for Ave years he lived in Europe. In 
1897 ha returned to the United States 
and remained here until 1871, when he 
went to England and w;pa graduated at 
Oilord in 1875. On hia rvktxm to the 
United Statea he entered aa a atodent at 
Columbia law sohooL In 1876 he bought 
The North Amertoaa BeHew. of which 
be has ainoe been the editor. He or- 
ganised in 1871). and subsequently di- 
rected what is popularly known as the 
OhanuMT expedition, which waa dis- 
ratphed under the jdnt auspices of the 
United States and France, to investigate^ 
aystematioally. the remains of ancient 
civilization m
